| THE CIBOLA. 


The Cibola made her trial tri 
afterfoon, running down the bay several 
miles, The engines worked very satisfac- 
torily and good speed was maintained, Mr. 
Foy, Manager of the Niagara Navigation 
Company, expressing himself well pleased 
with the performance of the new vessel, 
The joiner work is well advanced, ulmost 
approaching completion, and it is expected 
that to mor, will see the Cibola on her 
way to Toronto, to enter on her regular 
route next Tucsday morning. Some refer- 
ences to this vessel, in which as the first 
steel steamer built in Canada, great interest 
is taken, may not be amiss on the present 
occasion, About eight years ago the 
Niagara Navigation Company was formed 
with Hon, Frank Smith, as President, and 
Mr. Barlow Cumberland, now Vice-Presi- 
dent, as Manager. Both these gentlemen 
had previously been interested in the Lake 
Superior trade having several steamers, the 
Chicora, Cumberland and Algoma running 
to Port William, When the Niagara Navi- 
gation Company was formed the Chicora 
was brought to Toronto and rua in son 
nection with the N. Y. C. & M.C, Rys. 
from Toronto, The business steadily 
increased, and last year the Company 
decided to build the Cibola, in order to 
attract a greater shure of American travel, 
The Company now own three steamers, 
the Cibola, Chicora, and Kathleen, the 
latter running on the Niagara River between 
Lewiston and Niagara. At Lewiston the 
steamers of the Company connect with the 
New York Central Railway. The present 
nue ger of the Company is Mr, John Foy, 
one of the board of directors, and a gentle 
man evidently capable of performing his 
responsible duty of catering to the wants of 
the public, That the Company may be amply 
rewarded for their enterprise will be the 
desire of every one interested in the growth 
of Canadien shipping. 

The work of construction was com- 
menced on the 24th of May, 1887, in the 
shipyard of the Rathbun Company, Deser- 
onto, the work of building the hull being 
entrusted by the owners, the Niagara 
Navigation Company, of Toronto, to Mr, 
W.C. White, shipbuilder and boiler manu- 
facturer, Montreal. The work expedited 
by the facilities afforded by the works of 
the Rathbun Company progressed very 
rapidly and on Tuesday, Noy, Ist, of the 
same year, the fine vessel was successfully 
launched, amid the greatest enthusiasm, 
andin the presence of several thousand 
spectators from all sections of the sur- 
rounding country. THe Trisune of that 
date contained a descriptive account of the 
vessel but it may be interesting to many of 
our readers if we repeat some of the facts 
recorded at that time. The Cibola is a 
paddle steamship of the following dimen- 
sions:—extreme length over deck 258 ft. 
depth of hold, 11 ft.; breadth. of beam, 28 
ft. 6 ins.; width over all, 51 ft; draught of 
water 6 ft.6inches. She is builtthroughout 
of Dalzell steel which is the best known to 
pbipubiiecs, every plate being warranted 
and haying the manufacturer’s trade mark 
stamped thereon. Her model, which is 
specially designed for stability and speed, 
is the work of Mr. E. Morton, of Glasgow, 
the designer of some of the fastest steamers 
on the Clyde, In consequence of the great 
power to be exerted by her engines he has 
viven great strength to the details of the 
hull, The centre is a network of cellular 
divisions to form the foundation for the 
machinery. Five keelsons amidships and 
three fore and aft with six longitudinal 
braces extending throughout from stem to 
stern, three on each side, give enormous 
stiffness to the hull. At the gunwale a 
shelf-piece $2 inches wide, } in. steel, se- 
cured to the frames by steel gussets, ex- 
tends the whole way round the vessel, and 
diagonal braces of steel one foot wide cross 
and recross above the deck beams tying 
everything together. The deck is laid with 
3} inch pine, supplied by the Rathbun 
Company, and isa fine piece of work. The 
rivets used are # in, best Lowmoor iron, 
same as used in high class boilers, and the 
worlsinanship throughout is all that could 
be desired. ‘The hull isdiyided into five 
compartments by water-tight bulkheads 

The engines are the work of Messrs. 
Rankin and Blackmore, of Greenock, who 
make a specialty of fast puddle engines for 
the celebrated Clyde passenger steamers. 
They are of the direct-acting diagonal 
compound type, having two cylinders 47 
inches and 85 inches in diameter, the 
stroke being 5 ft Ginches. In designing 
these engines, Messrs. Rankin & Black- 
miore’s effort was to make the machinery 
as light as possible consistent with ample 
strength, and to this end the almost wni- 
versal exhaust gateam. ket round the 
high pressure cylinder, was dispensed with, 
a pocket being substituted, thus effec 
a considerable saying of weight, The 
haust pipe from the low pressure cylinder 
to the condenser is also made of copper as 
against the usual practice of cast iron, and 
the condenser itself isa cylindrical casting 
with light malleable iron doors lying snug- 
ly beneath the diagonal framing Messrs. 
Rankin & Blackmore have hitherto de- 
signed their diagonal framings of cnst 
iron, box s on, but in this case they are 
of solid forged malleable iron with round 
flanges at the cylinder end, and L heads for 
tachment to the main framings, which, 
by the way, are connected to the cylinders 
by box section tie pieces of cast iron, Lhe 
connecting rods are of the double jawed 
type at the piston-rod end and are coupled 
to the crank-pins by solid single jaws fitted 
with gun metal bushes having extra large 
surface, Ihe valve motion differs from 
that of most paddlg engines, in haying 
double plate links in lien of the usual 
open quadrants, and the eccentric roda 
have forked ends with large adjustable 
bushes. The high pressure cylinder is 
fitted with o single ported, and the low 
pressure cylinder with double ported 
valve, The reversing verformed by 
one of Brown's steam and hydraulic en-

man. There are two single acting air 
pumps which with the feed and bilge

of the high and low pressure pistons, thus 
practically doing away with the unpleas- 
ant jerk s0 noticeable in many paddle 
boats. The paddle shafting is all forged 
of “double wrought” iron for extra strength, 
and the paddle wheels are of the “feather- 
ing” description, The diameter of the 
wheels is 21 ft. 10 inches overall and each 
wheel has nine floats. Steam is supplied 
by six steel boilers of the “nayy” type,7 ft 
Yinches diameter and 16 ft Jong with a 
working pressure of 90 lbs. hree of 
these boilers are placed forward of the en- 
gines and the other three aft; both sets are 
fitted with forced draught on the “closed 
ashpit” system. ‘here are two double 
smoke-stacks, the outer casing being six 
feet in diameter, Her running con-

W.C, White, of Montreal, while the three 
aft were made by Messrs, Inglis « Hunter, 
of Toronto, the latter firm having also 
manufactured the smoke boxes and 
funnels.

Ratepayers 
should remember such things when they pay 
their canitary rates, and they may profit:

From the Kingston Whiy. 

Gn Sunday a centennial celebration was 
suoressfully held in the Anglican Church at 
Bath, of which Rey. I, H. M. Baker, one 
of the most venerable of Canadian clergy- 
men, judged by long service and devotion to 
duty, is rector. In 1787 there arrived in 
Kingston to Carleton Island a devout and 
energetic missionary of the English Church, 
John Langhorn. A few days later he ar- 
rived at Bath, his chosen station, aud from 
that day the villege has had a continuous, 
thouch ofttimes discouraging, history as a 
mission and parish, The auniversary ser- 
vices could not conveniently be held last 
year, therefore another red letter day was 
chosen this year, Sunday, June 3rd, when 
the church edifice had exactly completed 
its 93rd year of existence asa place of ser- 
vice. The date over the main door is 1793, 
but the records correct this to 1795. No 
doubs the painter had a veneration for anti- 
quity and national pride sadly wanting in 
the people at large, and added the two 
years as very light interest on so large 
and deserving a loan from past generations, 
The church in appearance does not belie 
itsage, and yet it is a marvel that a 
frame building should have been so well 
preserved through nearly a century of use, 
and even neglect, ut times, Truly it has 
hada protecting providence around and 
about it. A very hopeful era for church 
revival and extension has set in under Mr, 
Baker, and as,shewn by improvements 
already made in chancel, seats and walls, 
it is the design to preserve and renovate the 
building rather than seek a new one. We 
hope there will be many willing helpers in 
the reverential work. 

The anniversary services were so largel 
attended room was not available for all 
comers at morning service.

In the ovening Rev, Mr, Smythe, of Well- 
ington, preached with much acceptabili,y. 
At tho morning communion the chulice and 
plate used were venerable relics having been 
presented by Archdeacon Townson, of York- 
shire, Eng., to the church through Rey. Mr, 
Langhorn in the last century. They were, 
it willbs remembered, stolen a few years 
since aud recovered from the thief at Clay 
ton, N. Y., just as he was about to melt 
them down. Among those who took part 
in the procession were Mr. Joseph Dennee, 
who knew Mr, Langhorn, though he return- 
ed to England in 1815, and Mr. T. C, 
Johnson, who was baptized by the pioneer 
clergyman, Mr, Dennee is still an active 
lay-helper in the parish,

The County Council of Hastings met for 
business on Tuesday, 12th inst., Warden 
Bleeker delivering his semi-annual mes- 
sage. On Wednesday the Bridge com- 
mittee reported that since Inst session 
$4:206.05 had hear, éxpende!, ‘The follow- 
ing appropriations were recommended : 
Marmora superstructure $264; Chisholm’s 
Rapids $300: Frankford Bridge $125; 
stone bridge Allen settlement $250; Maggin- 
80n’s $150; Sucker Creek pier $250; Beaver 
Greek $250; Chisholin’s piera $350; Mar- 
mora Rpmoschies 105 Wnforeseen 3303.35, 
total $9,600, or 8500 less than last year; 
that $16 be granted to Mr. Long as the 
county share of land occupied by Gordon’s 
bridge and for roadway; that a culvert be 
built at the west end of Martin’s bridge 
4th line Tyendinaga; that W.R. Aylsworth, 
A. McGowan and N. Vermilyen be a com- 
mitte to visit Tweed bridge and order such 
repairsas they think wise. The Gravel 
Roads committee reported that up to the 
first of June the committee had expended 
$5,670.16; that the further sum of $5,402.50 
recommended by the superintendent be 
prented that $300 be appropriated for flat 
ridges and snow fences; that the following 
additional sums be appropriated in the 
new sections of gravelled rouds assumed 
last session including an additional sum of 
$35 on the road leading from Marmora 
northerly to the township of Lake to be 
expended between Wells and Thomas 
Laurance viz: On new sections in Sidney 
$400; in Thurlow $400; in Tyendinag: 
200: in Rawdon $150; in Huntingdon $150; 
in Hungerford $150; in Madoe $150; in 
Elzevir $100; in Tudor $100, making the 
total recommendation for the present year 
$13,207.66. The estimates were considered 
excessive by several members who urged 
economy in view of the poor crop prospects 
and finally Mr. Kavanagh submitted an- 
other amendment that $1,275 be expended 
on the new roads as follows: Sidney $250; 
Thurlow $250; Tyendinaga $200; Rawdon 
$100; Huntingdon $100; ‘Hungerford $100, 
Madoe $100; Elzevir $100; and Tudor $75. 
Thisamendment was carried. In the after- 
noon the council went into a committee of 
the whole and $100 was voted to a bridge 
between Rawdon and Seymour, and $300 
was voted to buy the right of way to con- 
tinue the Lonsdale and Bridgewater colon- 
ization road.

PROPAGATION BY LAYERS. 

It is a very simple operation to bend 
downa limb and keep it covered with moist 
earth till it is rooted, and then cut it from 
the parent tree. If the bent branch is part- 
ly cut off or slit up under a bud, or twisted 
like a withe at the lowest point, it will help 


both the bending and rooting. A wire twist-- 
ed around the layer just below the bottom 


bud in the ground, and holes punched 
through above and below the wire, may 
help; or the holes may be made through the 
layer in the buried portion to stimulate its 
rooting from the callus of the wounds. The 
bark is sometimes removed below this cut 
to induce the formation ‘ofa callus, from 
which roots are emitted. It is sometimes 
necessary to fusten down stiff branches with 
a forked peg or a weight. Young shoots of 
thrifty trees make the best layers. —AMERIC: 
AN AoRicuLturist for June. 

A Toronto contractor tests his carpenters 
in this way: He sets up a half-inch board 
about six feet long, edgewise against the face 
of a rugged stone wall, and then gives his 
men ten minutes to fit the one against the 
other.

Those constant zigziga stretch out the 46 
miles over nearly four hours, but our pro- 
gress, slow as itis, makesa wonderful alter 
ation in our surroundings, Little by little 
the tropical folinge sinks away beneath us 
and the circling vegetation becomes almost 
European in its character, while the keen- 
ness of the clear mountain oir begins 
to tell in spite of the dazzling sunshine, 
The dense jangles of the Kandy plateau 
gradually disappear, and over the bare red 
sides of the hills, completely denuded of 
trees and shrubs, the long, symmetrical 
rows of sprouting coffee or tea plants stand 
out like the ranks of an army drawn up in 
battle array. But despite this evidence of 
care and cultivation, the first impression of 
these famous plantations is anything but a 
pleasing one. After the boundless luxuri 
ance of the palms and bamboos below, these 
bare slopes (whish the young shoota of the 
new growth do little or nothing to hide) give 
to the whole scene an air of gaunt and re- 
ulsive desolation, while the red and in- 
amed look of the soil, speckled with this 
rash of tiny plants over its whole surface, 
is unpleasantly suggestive of a colossal case 
of skin disease 50 or 60 miles in extent, — 
At the little hill station bearing the sim- 
ple and musical name of Talawake le (a mere 
trifle of pronunciation in aregion where 
such names as iS satay alpen 
lla, and Mahawelligangs turn up at ever, 
sori) we are met by the hospitable tea 
planter with whom we are going to sta: ry 
and who, with his broad pith “*sun hat, 
brown manly face, and workmanlike gray 
jacket and knickerbockera, looksa perfect pic- 
ture of the best sort of English colonist. Qur 
baggage is soon collected, for it is all com- 
prised in one portmanteau and a canvas bag, 
the right allowance for a district where 
everything has to be carried on the heads of 
native porters, and where, when you go to 


and no longer ago than last week a more 
troublesome visitor still—viz., a big ele: 
phant with a remarkably good appetite— 
was prowling around the estate, and[making

From the cool, shady veranda in which 
Tam now writing—adorned with beautiful 
ferns and hung with the skulls and antlers 
of many # noble ‘ sambar”’—we look down 
upon countless acres of tea plants, out: 
spread over ridge and hollow in all the 
brightness of their glossy, green leaves, 
which glisten like gold in 
THE CLOUDLESS SUNSHINE, 
Boyond them surge up vast rounded bluffs, 
green to the very summit with hort, thick 
rass, and altogether looking eo like English 
ills that I could almost imagine myself 
back in the quiet little Surrey village of 
Holnwood, (trom which so many of my 
letters were dated last Fall,) instead of its 
gorgeous Cingalese namesake. In the hol- 
lows beneath them, like a fur trimmin, 
upon a green mantle, cluster dark Masses 0 
untamed jungle, the haunt of many a wild 
boar, High overhead, walling us in on 
every side with its gloomy rampart, rises 
the great ring of shadowy mountains, 
clothed with dense forests from base to 
crest, and far above them all the two high- 
est peaks in Ceylon rear their mighty tow- 
ers of sombre purple against the blue gouth- 
eastermsky. 
But even in this seclusion we are not 
wholly beyond the reach of that great world 
of life and bustle which lies somewhere be- 
yond those dark hills that shut us in. On 
the table beside me lie a sheaf of English 
newspapers, brought out by the last steamer 
that touched at Colomto, The loud bark- 
ing of the dogs heralds the arrival of a bare- 
limbed coolie with a batch of new books 


ing roof cor wn so low as to give tho 
whole building the look of a small boy with 
hia fathor’s hat on, 

| And now we begin to enjoy in all ite full 
nesy one of the greatest pleasures that any 
traveller can taste, viz, tropical country 
life in the hille, which offers to you ell the 
glorious scenery of the torrid zone without 
its destroying heat, and all the life giving 
|freshness of the temporate zone without its 
cold and rain, Apart altogether from the 
interest of our studica in the planting and 
preparation of Cingslese tea (with which I 
shall doal more fully hereafter in a separate 
despatch) we have more than enough to 
look at from morning till night. When wo 
come out upon the veranda about 6 A.M. 
the sun is just rising above the great amphi 
theatre of wooded mountains that thrust up 
their dark masses of untamed jungle against 
the clear bright sky, while from the Howar 
slopes the white morning mist rolla off 
like the smoke of a battle, hilltop after hill 
top catching the growing light until all 
above and below is one broad blaze of glory. 
By 7 o'clock we are usually seated around 
a well-spread breakfast table, around which 
flits as noiseless as a shadow, in snow-white 
turban and spotless tunic, one of those handy 
native servants who are (as Charles II. said 
of Sydney Godolphin) ‘‘never in the way 
and never out of the way.” 

Breakfast is hardly over when we are off 
on an exploring expedition over the sur- 
rounding hills, scaling rocks, creeping along 
ledges, 

STRUGGLING THROUGH THICKETS, 
racing down slippery inclines, deluged with 
showers of dew from overarching leaves, 
and always looking forward eagerly (al- 
though hitherto in vain) for a chance of en- 
countering an elk, a leopard, or an elephant, 
whose tracks we have seen in abundance 
on every side of us. At noon comes tiffin 
(lunch,) after which we sit in the veranda 
and write or read till ‘‘afternoon tea,” at 4 
o'clock. Then another stroll fills up the 
tine till dinner, at which our party is occa- 
sionally increased by a stray planter from 
the valley beicw, and the evening passes 
quickly in singing, piano playing, and te.l- 
ing all sorts of ‘traveler's tales,” But 
when 10 o'clock comes and our party break- 
up, the guest—if he cannot be persuaded 
to stay till morning—must needs have a 
hard time while riding home through the 
pitchy darkness of a moonless night, over 
several miles of broken ground, with ever 
possible chance of tumbling down a preci- 
pice or being gobbled up by a wild best.

MY WIFE TUMBLED INTO THE RIVER 


and broke one of her ribs,” said a young 
planter to me the other morning as coolly 
as if he were only describing a dinner party. 
«She and I were haying a ride across coun- 
try one morning before breakfast, and by 
some confounded ill luck we happened to 
come down into this hollow just as a lot of 
these Cingalese fellows had been taking some 
wild honey on the edge cf the jungle yonder, 
and had stirred up the whole swarm of bees 
at once. Toe moment we appeared down 
came the bees upon us by thousands hang- 
ing like nose bags all over our horses’ heads, 
covering our faces and shoulders like a veil, 
and stinging wherever they alighted. My 
beast went stark mad, and rushed rigat up 
that steep ridge there, till he stumbled and 
shot me off on tomy head while my wife's 
horse, not seeing where he was going, roll- 
ed head over heels down the bank into the 
river, carrying her along with him. The 
moment I could stand on my feet (for at 
first 1 was quite giddy with the fall) 1 rush- 
ed to her assistance ; but while I was drag- 
ing her up Ihad to let go of her with one 
hand again and again to acrape off the bees 
that were clinging all over my face. When 
we got home two ot my native boys were 
hard at work for an hour and a half picking 
the stings out of my flesh, and my whole 
head swelled up as big as a pumpkin, till [ 
‘was such a figure that my own father 
wouldn’t have known me, Nice sort of ad- 
venture, wasn’t it?”

Atmospheric Strata, 


The tendency of the air to form strata of 
different density and of different temperature 
is often indicated bya column of smoke rising 
through the still morning air to a certain 
height, and then spreading out as a cloud. 


| Naturally the warmer air, being the lighter, 


will be above the heavier cold air; bat as 
the atmosphere gets all its heat from the 
surface of the earth, the warmed air is at 
first beneath. 

It takes more force to break up these 
layers of air and start currents ofcirculation 
than is popularly supposed. This will be 
discovered by those who have occasion to be 
abroad on country roads in the early morn- 
ing. Deiving into a thick wood, or even 
under the lee of woodland, they will, on a 
chilly August morning, suddenly come into 
a warm streak clearly Jeft over from the heat 
of the day before, It does not rise and 
give place to the colder air, though it is 
sensibly lighter. 

Some observations made on the east coast 
jof Greenland by the German Arctic Expedi- 
tion, in February of 1870, yielded mosv in- 
teresting results, The first report is from 
an elevation of nine hundred and eighteen 
|feet. At that height the temperature was 
a fraction more than twenty-five Jegrees 
below zero, while, at the level of the sea 
close by, the thermometer indicated at the 
same time a temperature of about twenty- 
eight and one-half degrees above zero, 

Here was a difference of almost fifty-four 
degrees within less than a thousand feet 
elevation, and the warmer air was beneath. 
In this instance there was a strong north 
wind blowing at the top of the mountain, no 
tign of which was had below.
